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As a matter of addition to the paper, it is suggested 
that the following wording be added to Recommendation | 
Number 2, to be inserted after the third sentence: “It 
will also be explained in response to questions that ‘The 
Soviet Union will also employ information-gathering satel- 
lites as a part of their national technical means. '" 
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We believe that this addition is essential to insure 
the efficacy of the statements contained in Recoumendation 
Number 3 where it is stated that ". . . two sides have 
agreed not to interfere with the national technical means 
of verification of the other side.” | 
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It would be appreciated if you would incorporate this 
addition prior to clearing the paper with Ambassador Johnson. —
